To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  again  that  it  was  an- 
other good  year  for  health  in  the  district. 

Although  some  figures  in  the  Report  are  not  as  good  as 
for  1956,  others  are  better. 

There  was  a drop  of  twenty  in  the  estimated  population, 
but  the  figure  is  still  higher  than  the  1951  Census  figure. 

There  was  a greater  number  of  deaths,  but  more  than 
half  were  over  seventy  years  of  age  and  five  were  over  ninety. 

1 here  were  more  male  deaths  from  Cancer  and,  as  in 
the  whole  country,  more  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  lung — -which 
this  year  caused  four  of  our  deaths  compared  with  two  in  1956. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  was  a 
marked  drop  ini  the  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified 
— five  compared  with  eighteen  the  previous  year.  There  was 
also  a reduction  in  the  number  of  other  infectious  diseases 
notified. 


1 wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  his  ready  cooperation  and  assistance,  and 
also  the  other  Members  of  the  Staff  and  the  Council  for  their 
continued  interest  and  support  in  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department.

The  number  of  deaths  increased  from  78  to  104 — the 
greatest  increase  being  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer, 
particularly  male  deaths  accounting  for  20  per  cent,  of  all  the 
male  deaths  and  18  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.

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■death,  accounting  for  40  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths — the  second 
firghest  was  Cancer,  and  the  third,  all  forms  of  Respiratory 
Disease.

In  addition  to  the  few  cases  of  Notifiable  Diseases,  there 
-was  during  the  late  Autumn  an  epidemic  of  Influenza,  affecting 
first  the  school  children  and  afterwards  the  general  population. 
Tests  carried  out  proved  that  it  was  due  to  the  Asian  strain  ot 
the  Influenza  virus,  which  had  spread  to  this  country  from  the 
Far  East.  It  was  mostly  a mild  infection,  but  it  caused  two 
deaths  in  e.lderly  persons.

DIPHTHERIA  AND  IMMUNISATION:— 

For  the  elventh  year  in  succession,  no  Diphtheria  occurred 
in  the  Area,  but  cases  with  deaths  continued  to  occur  in  the 
country.,  This  figure  is  a reminder  that  there  is  still  a possi- 
bility for  the  disease  to  recur  in  this  area — after  an  absence  of 
eleven  years — if  the  level  of  immunity  is  not  maintained.  Parents 
should  ensure  that  their  babies  and  young  children  are  pro- 
tected by  Immunisation,  which  can  be  obtained  from  the  Family 
Doctor  or  at  the  Infant  *VeIUre  Clinic  held  weekly  on  Tuesday 
afternoons. 

During  the  past  year  most  of  those  immunised  received  a 
combined  injection  protecting  them  against  Diphtheria  and 
whooping  Cough.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Supply  of  Water  for  the  District  was  again  plentiful 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  Filters  and  Chlorination  Plant  have 
worked  satisfactorily. 

For  the  past  few  years  the  new  scheme  of  re-organisation 
has  been  working,  and  the  new  Reservoirs  ensure  a plentiful  and 
regular  supply  over  the  whole  district. 

The  Water  is  sampled  by  the  Loughor  Joint  Water  Board 
and  reports  are  satisfactory.  The  entire  population  is  served 
direct. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Sewers  have  again  functioned  throughout  the  year 
without  trouble.  The  system  is  by  gravitation  to  the  Disposal 
Works,  which  is  under  the  control  of  the  Amman  Valley  Jo  nt 
Sewerage  Board.  It  is  now  proposed  to  construct  additional  dis- 
posal facilities  in  order  to  deal  with  the  overloading  of  the  works. 

When  this  work  has  been  done,  there  is  no  reason  wtiy 
our  Sewers  should  not  cope  adequately  with  the  growth  of  the 
1 own. 

One  case  of  flooding  was  reported  in  the  Domestic  Sewer- 
age System,  buJj  this  was  proved  to  be  surcharging  by  the  Trunk 
Main. 

An  anti-flood  valve  has  been  fitted  on  the  Sewerage  Sys- 
tem at  a point  which  will  reduce  the  surcharging  of  the  Sewer, 
and  this  has  been  satisfactory. 

RIVERS,  Etc.,  POLLUTION. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  no  serious  pollution  of 
rivers  in  the  district.  The  most  serious  source  of  pollution  at 
present  is  the  discharge  of  washery  effluents  from  Collieries  out- 
side the  Urban  Area.  These  effluents  are  treated  by  precipitation 
before  discharge  and  when  the  tanks  are  kept  clear  of  silt,  the 
etffluents  are  discharged  in  a fairly  clean  condition,  but  it  does 
not  appear  that?  this  is  done  sufficiently  often.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING— DRY  REFUSE. 

The  Council  undertakes  the  removal  of  all  Dry  House 
Refuse,  collection  being  made  by  the  Council  Lorry  twice  weekly 
from  all  parts  of  the  Town.  The  Refuse,  when  collected,  is 
tipped  at  Gelligweirdy  and  Rhydymaerdy.  Trade  Refuse  from 
Fruiterers’  and  Fishmongers’  shops  is  disposed  of  by  the  Trades- 
men by  burying  on  the  Council  tips.  In  my  opminn,  steps  should 
be  taken  to  enforce  the  provision  by  householders  of  proper  Dust- 
bins, as  all  kinds  of  insanitary  receptacles  are  now  used.  It  has 
always  been  the  exception,  to  see  a proper  covered  Dustbin  in  the 
streets  of  the  Town,  all  kinds  of  boxes,  tins  and  buckets  being 
used  for  the  purpose.  Under  the  provisions  of  Section  75  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  provision  of  a covered  Dustbin  can 
be  enforced. 


PRIVIES,  CESSPITS,  Etc. 

The  contents  of  the  remaining  Pail  Closets  are  buried  by 
the  Householders  in  their  garden,  and  the  Cesspits,  being  built 
on  the  soakaway  principle,  no  clearance  is  required,  the  subsoil 
being  of  a porous  nature.

Financial  assistance  is  still  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries,  and,  while  this  continues,  work  can  be 
carried  out  without  too  great  a financial  burden  being  carried  by 
the  rates. 

Numbers  of  rats  are  destroyed  by  following  up  complaints' 
received  from  householders. 

During  the  year  a County  Committee  was  set  up  in  Car- 
marthenshire in  order  to  provide  for  liaison  between  the  various- 
Authorities.
